Fiannigan Found Guilty. 
The jury in the Flannigan case 
returned a,veriict of guilty in the 
second degree. While wedo not 
question the right of a jury to ren- 
der a verdict in accordance with 
their owngconvictions, or censure 
in avy way the jury inthe case 
above mentioned, it does seem 


rather singular that such a verdict 
could be rendered under the cir- 
cumstanstances. That Flannigan 
killed his sister, there was not a 
scintilla of doubt, This was frankly 
acknowledged by his attorney and 
the defendant bimeelf. Se far as 
that fact is concerned, there are no 
deductions whatever to be made. 
It was not a case wherein exten- 
uated circumstances led to the com- 
missiou of the crime, but, to the 
vontrary, was an unprovoked and 
shameful murder. Wecan see noth- 
ing in the premises that could pos- 
sibly classify the act as one of a 
second grade. If it was murder at 
all it was certainly murder in the 
highest sense of the term. Perhaps, 
however, in this day of progress, 
murder bas lost much of its cld 
time horrors, and is probably now 
being regarded as a sort of necessary 
evil, or, at least, one only punisha- 
ble by a mild sentence.

The Cortez Momicide. 

The Eureka Sentinel of Thursday 
gives the following particulars of 
the homicide at Cortez, Eureka 
county, on last Sunday evening, in 
which Giovanni Massera and Ra- 
felle Bianchi figured: 

Two weeks ago the parties quar- 
relled over two bottles of wine, when 
a fight ensued, Massera getting the 
worst ofit. Bianchi keeps a saloon or 
wine house, and just before the shoot- 
ing took place Massera started for a 
Chinaman’s store after some beer. 
Bianchi saw him and called bim back, 
saying he wanted to see him, and 
when they were only a few feet apart 
Bianchi commenced shooting with a 
revolver. He fired three shots, the 
first taking effect, hitting Massera in 
the back, killing him almost instantly. 
The ball passed through his body and 
came out through his chest. The 
other two sbots missed bim. The 
shooting took place outside of the sa- 
loon. There was one man, an Italian, 
inside of the saloon at the time of the 
shooting, who came to the door and 
advised Massera to run for his life, 
but deceased only madethe reply, ‘I 
can’t; I’m killed.”” Bianchi then de- 
manded a horse of a Mexican, point- 
ing his pistol at him, and threatening 
to kill him if he did not let him have 
it.

Either from the fire 
in the house or from sparks from 
the pipe the building caught fire 
while Davidson was unconscious.

The attorneys for the prosecution 
produced and offered to read to the 
Board ex-parte affidavits prepared 
by them of persons who were al- 
leged to be wituesses. Tue counsel 
for Dr. Bishop objected to this pro- 
ceeding upon the ground that such 
affidavits were not competeut, and 
that the witnesses should be 
produced, sworn, exXamised and 
cross-examined in the presence of 
the Board. This objection was sus- 
tained, and the investigation ad- 
journed until 9 o’clock this moru- 
ing to allow the prosecution to pro- 
duce its witnesses. 

At half-past 9 o’clock A. M. the 
investigation was proceeded witb. 
The first witness ealled was Wa. 
T. Rose, who, being duly sworn, 
said: Have lived in Washoe 
county since 1863; am 35 years of 
age; have known Dr. Bishop since 
1875 or 1876; was in his employ 
as ao attendaut at the Ary- 
lum four years ago this coming 
June; was in such employ about 
six weeks; was discharged, having 
been charged with being cruel toa 
patient; Dr. Bishop never examined 
into the charge car fully that | 
know of; wus employed at the Asy- 
lum as an outside attendant in tue 
following November; worked 
there till the following Spring, 
when [ was discharged again for 
refusing to bring down fromm Reno 
mail for a Mr. Leggate; was after- 
wards re-employed at the Asylum; 
it was about the first of the follow- 
ing June; worked until May, 1886; 
remember a patient by the name 
of McGrath; was au attendaut at 
the time in Ward B; McGrath 
imagined he was Scretary 
of the United States; never saw 
anything quarrelsome or wicked 
about him; he called the Doctura 
foul name one day; the Doctor 
ordered the straps put ou him; the 
straps were kept on him for two 
weeks; never saw him quarrel with 
anyone; I do not consider the strap- 
ping jastifiabie; the straps were on 
the maw for the entire two weeks 
whenever I saw him; rewemoder a 
patient named Ludian Dick; he was 
to all appearauces a full-blooded 
Indian; be was in acreeping con- 
dition; be creeped about ou his 
haods and Knees. 

Attorney Lindsay—Were you iu- 
formed at tyat time or aftewards 
what produced Indian Dick’s paral- 

sis? 

General Clarke objected to the 
testimony unless the witness’ in- 
formant could be produced. 

Mr. Lindsay was in favor of a 
thorough investigation, aud hoped 
technicalities would not be*resorted 
to to debar testimony,and hoped the 
Board would remember that chis is 
an investigation and uot a case on 
trial in a court. 

General Clarke read legal author- 
ities on evidence in the court- 
room. : 

The Board ruled that where the 
witnesses can be produced, hearsay 
evidence would not be admitted. 

Mr. Lindsay entered a protest to 
the ruling. 

The witness continued: The pa- 
tient lived most of the time in the 
water-closet; he was fed there out 
of a tin pot; he had a blanket there; 
there wasa large sore on the In- 
dian’s leg near the hip; saw a pa- 
tient wash him off one day with a 
broom; I spoke to the Doctor about 
the niatter, and said its rather 
tough; when the Doctor told the 
patient to wash Indian Dick he 
then walked off; Dick remained in 
the water-closet until he was taken 
away by Johnson-Sides; never saw 
the wound dressed; it never looked 
to measthouch it had been dressed; 
reme.aber a Dane patient named 
Martinson; he was mischievous 
and destructive; he would tear bis 
clothes and the bed clothes; he 
would tear the plaster off the wall 
and take out the ventilator; Dr. 
Bishop put him in a bot bath and 
bathed bis forehead with cold 
water; he then put the straps on 
him and laid him on the floor; I 
assisted in bathing and strapping 
him; Dr. Bishop was present; 
the battery was applied = tv 
him by the Doctor; the batter 
was applied to his breast and head.

Mr. Becbtel, less the two days; | 

remember a patie t who worked as 
hostier at the Asylum wvamed 
Harry Hasper; he bad trouble with 
the Woctor’s three or four boys; 
they annoyed him in various ways; 
he was put back in Ward B; never 

heard of the patients having 

trouble with him but once; have 
beard that if a patient broke a 
window be got ‘‘rounded up” for it. 

Robert Pollock, being duly 
sworn, said: I worked at the Asy- 
lum for three months; [ lett of my 
own accord; I was an assistant at- 
tendant; [remember Indian Dick; 
he app ared stupid and harmless; 
he could walk about, and would 
generally, in teeding himself, not 
use a Kaife or fork, like avy Indian; 
he became helpless while at the 
Asyluo; one day Dr. Bishop 
brought up a battery and said that 
he guessed hs would apply it and 
see if it would do him (Dick) some 
good; it was applied to him; Dr, 
Bishop turned the crank himself; 
the Indian fell on the floor; he 
never afterwards walked without 
assistance tbat I saw; he remained 
here a week or so after that; he 
lived in the water closet a par, of 
the time; never saw or knew that 
he had any sores on him; he had 
been in my ward two or three 
weeks; witu the exception of the 
electric shock, [ never saw him get 
treatment from Dr. Bishop; [ re- 
membera pitient named Carpeno- 
ter; be bad the battery applied to 
him the first night be was in the 
Asylum; I was called upon to as- 
sist in helping hold him; Carpenter 
struggled, but did not speak that I 
remember; he talked afterwards; 
the battery was pain ul to him. 

M. Cooper, being duly sworn, 
said: Have resided in Washoe 
county about six years; ama clerk 
in a Reno hotel; was employed at 
the Asylum from January 2, 1884, 
to October 1, 1884, as an atteudant; 
can’t say that | wasdischarged; the 
most itusane persons were in my 
ward; Dr. Bishop would visit the 
patieuts in the ward a'yout once a 
week; someiimes I would call him 
if | thought a case required his at- 
tention; uever studied medicine; 
the Doctor geverally attended when 
I asked him; remember a patient 
pamed Puiilip Masvun; was called 
upon once to assist the Doctor in 
giviog Mason a bath. 

Attorney Coffia—This matter has 
all been investigated by a legisla- 
tive committee. 

Governor Stevenson—We want 
all testimony bearing on the matter 
before the Board brought out. We 
want to get at the truth, and in the 
speediest way. 

General Clarke thought the testi- 
mony unnecessary. 

The witness continued: Mason 
was given a hot bath; a stream of 
cold water was put on bis head un- 
der the doctor’s direction; water 
from a hose was put on his person; 
there was a nozzle on the hose, and 
the water turned on in force; the 
patient tried to avoid the sold wa- 
ter, and climbed upon the bars on 
the window; he made considerable 
noise; the treatment appeared to be 
severe; I hea.d that the cause for 
the bath was that Mason had writ- 
ten a letter to the doctor’s daugh- 
ter; that was the report among the 
attendants: when Mason climbed 
upon tbe bars of the window the 
doctor said: ‘‘We’ve got the coon 
treed;’’ remember a patient named 
George Joues; he met with an ac- 
cident; it occurred in the night with 
other patients; he got a blow on the 
head at the hands of a patient; the 
next morning I gave him a hath 
and called the Doctor’s attention to
